4.639 miles an hour toward the 
vicinity of the moon and an 
orbit around the sun 

The National Aeronautics 
and Space Administration said 
Pioneer IV, launched at 12.10 
am. EST, Tuesday at Cape 
Canaveral, Fla.. would reach 
the point of its nearest ap- 
proach to the moon at 5.24 p.m.,

000 miles’ from the earth. It 
will be 37,000 miijes from the 
moon, plus or minus 2,000 
miles, the NASA calculated.

Unions Can Be Sued | 
Under Proposed Law. 


By PETE LOUDON | 
Labor Minister- Lyle Wicks 
Tuesday introduced new labor 
legislation to establish trade _ 
Unions and employer organiza- 
liable 
to civil suit for damages 
through strike or jockout. 

The legislation, known as 
Bill 43, immediately shaped 
up as the most controversial 
question to come. before the 
House in the surrent session. 

It limits picketing to em- 
ployees actually on strike who. 
are picketing their own place 
of work. It prohibits. listing 
of titms idered unfair to 
organized labor, outlaws sym- 
pathy picket lines,“or declar- 
ing goods “hot” on a_general- 
basis, { 

Only the eifiployees actually 
involved in-.a strike or their 
authorized “agents may 
attempt to persuade anyone 
from entering the premises of 
a strike-bound or locked-out 


: firm,—deal-in—or handle_the 


employer's: product, or do 
business: with the employer. 


LIABLE 

A section of the bill states: 

“An employers’ organiza- 
tion, trade union or other 
person, who does, authorizes 
or concurs in anything pro- 
hibited by the Labor Relations 
Act ‘(or the picketing section 
of this bill)... is liable in 
damages to anyene-—injured 
thereby.’
